Members of a national feminist 
organization are offended and dis- 
turbed by the latest in a series of ads 
by Buffalo Jeans. 

"The poster promotes a stere- 
otype of women as primarily sexual 
beings,” said Katherine Cukier, a 
MediaWatch volunteer. "It contra- 
dicts the Canadian Advertising 
Foundation’s(CAF) guidelinesthat 
state advertising should avoid 
explointing sexuality.” 

MediaWatch isa volunteer based 
organization that aims to eliminate 
the sexist role models and gender 
stereotypes used to define women 
in advertising and other media. It 
demands that advertising must 
more accurately portray women’s 
lives. 

“This is typical jean stuff, "said 
Cukier. “Jean loyalty is targeting 



adolescents and exploiting them at 
an impressionable age.” 

But Buffalo Jeans marketing di- 



rector, Laure Zakreski, disagrees 
with Mediawatch’s position. 

“I will not respond to this type 



of complaint,” she said. “I have a 
right to advertise how I want to 
advertise and I have heard no offi- 
cial complaint from the CAF." 

“I think Mediawatch’s interpre- 
tation is very subjective. People can 
read anything they want into this 
advertisement,” said Zakreski. 

But Zakreski admitted she had 
received letters of complaint con- 
cerning Buffalo Jeans’ TV 
§ commercials. 

Cukier believes it is important 
for everyone to be critical of mass 
media advertising. 

“The average Canadian is ex- 
posed to more than 800 advertising 
messages a day,” said Cukier. 

“When you as an audience mem- 
ber and consumer express your 
disapproval of a particular program 
or advertisement, media producers 
and advertisers take notice.” 

"The media’s primary function 



is to deliver audiences to advertis- 
ers,” said Cukier. “Voiced 
objections remind them of thisand 
play a significant part in bringing 
about change in the way media de- 
pict women and girls” 

MediaWatch will be coming to 
campus to recruit volunteers and is 
interested in collaborating with 
groups with similar aims.

Iron deficiency high among low-income babies

Iron deficiency could also be 
avoided if parents fed their infants 
formula or maternal milk replace- 
ments, such as fortified soya milk, 
through their first year of life. 

But Marcela Ferrada, a nurse 



A recent study reveals that up to 
40 per cent of infants living in poor 
sectorsof Montréal suffer from iron 
deficiency anemia, a 
condition believed to 
have a harmful effect 
on physical and mental 
development. 

A team of Montréal 
researchers surveyed 
10- to 14- month old 
infants from several 
disadvantaged dis- 
tricts, mostly along the 
Island’s south shore. 

Katherine Gray- 
Donald of McGill’s 
Centre for Dietetics 
and Nutrition said the 
levels of anemia she 
found were astonish- 
ing. 

“We had figured 
maybe ten per cent,” 
said Gray- Donald. 

Previous surveys 
had concentrated on 
middle-income areas, Nurse Marcela Ferrada: "It is no longer in style to breast-feed." 
where levels of anemia 




wcremuch lower. Gray-Donald said 
about three per cent of infants liv- 
ing in middle income areas suffer 
from iron deficiency. 

Gray-Donald said a principal 
reason for iron deficiencies among 
infants is that parents feed them 
cow’s milk instead of breast milk or 
infant formula. 

"Public health should place 
more emphasis on breast feeding,” 
said Gray-Donald. 

Only 17 per cent of mothers 
breast feed beginning at the baby’s 
birth and only six per cent are still 
breast feeding after four months. 



specialising in maternal and infant 
health at the Clinique 
Communautaire de Point St. 
Charles, said formula is just too 
expensive. Formula can cost a fam- 
ily Si 00 a month, an amount few 
poor people can afford. At about 
one dollar per litre, store-bought 
milk is much cheaper. 

Ferrada said, “This is a serious 
economic problem, especially for 
the working poor, since formula 
and soya milkare not subsidised for 
them, as it is for some parents on 
welfare.” 

Francine L’Heureux, a nutri- 



tionist who also works at the clinic, 
added that “some don’t want to 
take the soya milk because they fig- 
ure it is inferior since it is provided 
by the government”. 

Ferrada and L’Heureux believe 
it is idealistic to as- 
sume that poor 
mothers aware of the 
problem will return 
to breast feeding. 
=| Ferrada suggested 
cultural factors are a 
signifiant part ofthe 
problem. 

“It is no longer in 
style to breast feed,” 
she said. 

L’Heureux said 
other psychological 
factors may also play 
a role. 

"Some mothers 
are discouraged at 
home by family 
members who, when 
— the baby cries, may 
say that her milk is 
no good,” she said. 

Both Ferrada and 
L’Heureux agreed 



providing milk fortified products 
free of charge to underprivileged 
parents through the “women, in- 
fants and children” program. The 
rate of iron deficiency in Montréal 
issimiliar to that found in the United 
States over twenty years ago, before 
implementation of the program. 

Gray-Donald said that this may 
bebeausethe United States govern- 
ments “tend to give more food 
supplies instead of income security”. 

Lynne Toupin, executive direc- 
tor of the National Anti-Poverty 
Association in Ottawa, predicts a 
worse situation for the poor in the 
future. 

Toupin said governments are 



cutting back on food subsidy pro- 
grams, and that while new 
legislation will increase income of 
the working poor, we have a new 
situation of “a middle class that is 
sliding into poverty”. 

Toupin said, “Governments 
need to provide a mechanism 
whereby mothers are informed and 
effectively encouraged to continue 
breast feeding as long as possible.” 

Toupin said thestaggeringnum- 
bers of infants suffering from iron 
deficiency wereshameful in acoun- 
try that claims to be first-class. 

“We say we’re number one in 
the world, but these results reveal a 
serious stain on our record.”

that poverty leads to low self-es- 
teem which makes mothers less 
inclined to breast feed. 

The premature use of cow’s milk 
has also been linked to the develop- 
ment of diabetes. 

According to Dr. Brian 
Robinson of the Toronto Hospital 
for Sick Children, “Babies who are 
given cows’ milk before six months 
of age are more likely to develop 
diabetes, and breast feeding has a 
considerably protective effect from 
diabetes."

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T-shirt debacle embarrasses floor fellows

Increasing numbers of students are being forced to seek financial 
help as tuition fees continue to rise and employment opportunities 
dwindle. 

J udy Stymest, the Director of Financial Aid for McGill, said she has 
noticed a “definite trend” of more students applying for grants and 
loans. 

“Statistics for this year are not yet available but we certainly have a 
sense that the numbers are increasing, "said Stymest. 

But McGill’s financial aid resources have been rising too slowly to 
keep up with the growing numbers of students requiring assistance. 
Despite the addition of a few new grants every year, there has been no 
substantial increase in money available for students, said Stymest. 

Provinical government loan and bursary programsarealsostrained. 
While Quebec has increased loan fundingby about 32 per cent over the 
past two years, increasing demands for loans can still not be met. 

Because of this, applicants are having to fulfill more qualifications 
to receive aid. 

“Québec has tightened up in some areas, for example, the number 
of sessions for which a student is eligible (to receive aid],” commented 
Stymest. 

“Some students in the final year of their programs are wondering 
whether to come back,” she said. “Limiting the time that an under- 
graduate can be assisted by the provincial government, is especially 
affecting those completing a second Bachelor’s or continuing in Law, 
Dentistry, or Medicine.” 

Summer unemployment has also contributed to student demand 
for loans and bursaries. More students need financial aid and many of 
the students are also burdened by unpaid loans from last year. 

Other provinces have also increased the number of loans available, 
but the average size of the loans has dropped substantially over the past 
two years. 

Double hit by recession 

Part-time jobs are also in high demand. Chris Schon of McGill’s 
Career and Placement Service said that increasing numbers of students 
have been looking for jobs. 

Although exact figures are not available, Schon estimated that the 
number of students visiting the Employment Office has increased by 
25 per cent from last year. 

In response to the increased financial needs of students, McGill’s 
work study program will be expanded this year. 

“We were able to supply most of the people who came to us with 
jobs,” said Schon. “But some of thejobsrequired specificqualifications 
and so were limited to a few students.” 

Students unable to get either loansor jobs are increasinly turning to 
community social service groups for help. Tommy Kultzyk of Sun 
Youth has noticed a definite increase in student visits to his rue St. 
Urbain organization in the past couple of years. 

Much of the time, students arrive at Sun Youth after some sort of 
crisis. “Something happens that their [students’] resources can’t ab- 
sorb because they live on a fixed income," said Kultzyk. 

Sun Youth helps students by offering them food, and sometimes 
buying them clothing and textbooks. 

Most of the students Kultzyk sees are from out of town. He said that 
they often turn to Sun Youth because the payment of their bursaries 
has been delayed somewhere in the bureaucracy.

fellows sold the shirts since the begin - 
ning of September to raise money for 
an exchange next term. 

Black Students’ Network (BSN) 
member Toni DeSouza complained 
Tuesdayabout theshirts to aGardner 
floor-fellow, Kevin Riddell. 

“I was horrified and shocked,” 
said DeSouza. 

Riddell passed the complaint 
along, and the floor fellows met on 
Wednesday evening to discuss the 
shirts. At the meeting the floor fel- 
lowsdecidedtostopscllingthet-shirts 
and to refrain from selling any more. 

The floor fellows said they did not 
know the t-shirts were racist. 

“Wepleadignorancebutweknow 
that ignorance is no defence,” said 
Mike, a floor fellow who asked to 
remain anonymous. "We went into 
this situation seeing only what was 
important to us.” 

Mike said the message the floor 
fellows intended to convey through 
the t-shirts was the hostile environ- 
ment of the dormitories. He said the 



idea of any racist message never 
occured to him. 

The floor fellows met with the 
BSN early Friday morning. They pre- 
sented the network with a letter of 
apology. 

BSN member Ted Runcie said he 
was glad the floor fellows stopped 
printing the t-shirts, but that more 
education was necessary. 

“The BSN is encouraged by the 
steps they have taken,” said Runcie 
“However ,we’d like to see some con- 
crete steps taken by the floor fellows 
to enlighten other students as they 
have been enlightened and to make 
sure this incident and any similar 
incident will never again happen at 
McGill.” 

Runcie said the BSN will propose 
holding a series of “dormitory raps]’ 
on the subject of racial tolerance and 
of cultural diversity. The raps, which 
would involve BSN members and 
dormitoryresidentstalkingtogethcr, 
would be held in conjunction with 
the October 8 general assembly.

The studies are to be published 
this month in Intelligence, a scientific 
journal. Rushton’s race- ranking 
study, published in 1989, claimed 
that Asians are superior to whites 
who are in turn superior to blacks in 
intelligence, lawfulness and sexual 
restraint.

We arc angry at the unilateral decsion- 
making of the Concordia Women’s 
collective, who, without consultingothcr 
women’s groups, implemented a highly 
exclusionary policy, prejudicial not only 
to men but to women who neither sec 
the necessity of such a dicision nor agree 
with it. 

Historically, men who wanted to 
express their solidarity with the 
proponents of ’Take Back the Night" 
have been allowed to walk with women, 
albeit at the rear of the march.

To begin the first meeting of 
Senatelast week, Senate chair Prin- 
cipal Johnston ailed for “a few 
moments of silence” in com- 
memoration of those killed by 
Concordia professor Valery 
Fabrikant last August. 

The moments were indeed few, 
amounting to no more than three 
seconds or so, but who’s count- 



Up and out or what? 

The first item discussed by Sen- 
ate was a controversial case 
involving a aademic staff mem- 
ber who had moved from a 
tenure-track position to a non- 
tenure track position and back 
again 

The academic staff member 



who after two three year terms in 
tenure track positions, moved to a 
non-tenure track position for a year, 
moved back for another three-year 
tenure track term and applied for 
tenure after that year. 

This sort of maneuver is not 
practiced in most of the university, 
where the policy on professors mov- 
ing into tenure is “up or out.” 

Richard Cruess, Dean of Medi- 
cine, said the faculty behaved legally 
in allowing the staff member to 
move back and for from the tenure 
track. 

“We did not subvert or break 
anyuniversityrulesor regulations,” 
said Cruess. 

Cruess said the practice of mov- 
ing people back and forth from the 
tenure track was only used to 
accomodate the needs of medial 
researchers with clinial practices. 
Given that such people needed to 
have good records in both research

and in clinial practice, extra time is 
sometimes provided to allow them 
to work on one or other side of their 
expertise. 

Christina Hui-Chan of the 
School of Physial and Occupa- 
tional therapy disapproved of the 
Faculty’s manouver. 

“I would prefer not to have this 
option,” said Hui-Chan. “We have 
a good set of rules on tenure and 
they are working well.” 

Physics professor Nicholas de 
Tacascy was also uncomfortable 
with the move, and urged that Sen- 
ate move to specify how the rules 
should apply to clinician-research- 
ers. 

“There is no guarantee that if 
there is no change to the rules, the 
spirit of the tenure rules will not be 
twisted further,” said de Taascy. 

Decisions on what to do are post- 
poned until later. 



Steering by degrees 

The next thing argued about was 
a proposal that Senate move the 
responsibilityforapprovingdegrees 
from Senate to the Senate steering 
committee. 

The reason for given for this was 
that the approval of degrees had 
become a formality in any ase, and 
that graduation would be easier to 
administrate if the steering com- 
mittee approved the degrees. 

The steering committee is the 
body resopnsible for figuring out 
the agenda of Senate. Its meetings, 
like those of Senate, are open. 

The proposal met with some 
opposition. 

“I havea problem delegating one 
ofour more important functions to 
a subcommittee,” said Microbiol- 
ogy and Immunology Professor 
Michael Dubow. “It seems the tail is 
wagging the dog.” 

Dean of Students Irwin Gopnik 



said there had been ases in the 
past where the Senate had actu- 
ally refused peoples degrees, and 
recommended that Senate retain 
the ability to accept or reject de- 
grees. 

History professor Vogel ob- 
served that the need to move the 
approval of degrees away from 
Senate in order to make their ad- 
ministration easier came at a time 
when high technology was sup- 
posedly making things quicker 
and easier. 

"I am always puzzled by the 
fact that we have more and more 
machinery yet it hasbecome more 
and more problematic to get out 
the list of names for the Senate,” 
said Robert Vogel. 

Again, decisions were put off 
until later.

The court system of the fascist 
police state of Québec has delt an- 
other blow to freedom of the press. 
It issued a court injunction ban- 
ning media in Québec from 
disclosing details of a phone con- 
versation between two of Bourassa’s 
top constitutional aids. 

Meanwhile, details of the con- 
versation are freely availible in the 
rest of Canada. The Toronto Star, 
The Globe and Mail, and the Ot- 
tawa citizen have all published 
excerpts from the conversation. 

The 10 day injunction, lasting 
until September 24, bàrrs all media 
in Québec from mentioning “di- 
rect or indirect references or 
allusions,” to the phone conversa- 
tion. 

Media which defy the injunc- 
tion face up to $1 10 000 in fines.
